The  purpdso  of  the  Sask.itoun  Fire  Prevention  Bulletin  is  to 
awaken  the  citizens  to  their  responsibility  in  the  matter  of  the 
reduction  of  the  f,'reat  waste  by  fire  which  is  experienced  every 
year.  rroi)erty  destroyed  by  tire  is  irrecoverably  lost.  Why  not 
preserve  our  assets  by  preventing  tires?  It  is  the  patriotic  duty 
of  every  citizen  to  prevent  fires. 


FIRE  WASTE  IN  CANADA 

Fire  waste  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  constitutes  a  problem 
of  paramount  and  far-reachinj^;  importance.  Continuation  of  the 
l)resent  tremendous  loss  of  property  and  life  by  fire  cannot  but 
vitally  affect  the  economic  future  of  the  country. 

The  public  ref,Mrds  disastrous  fires  with  but  little  concern, 
holdint,'-  the  popular  but  erroneous  conception  that  the  insurance 
companies  pay  the  loss.  The  absurdity  of  such  an  assumption  is 
manifest.  They  could  not  do  so  and  remain  solvent.  In  the  event 
of  a  contlajjfration,  such  as  that  in  Toronto  in  1904.  the  insurance 
companies  poured  into  the  city  $10,(X)0.(K)0  that  had  been  gathered 
from  all  parts  of  Canada.  The  people  of  Halifax  and  of  X'ancouver 
■  ol])ed  to  rebuild  Toronto.  It  is  this  comity  of  interests  through 
fire  insurance  that  enables  recovery  from  the  elTects  of  fire. 

It  is  as  necessary  to  conserve  created  wealth  as  it  is  to  prevent 
the  waste  of  natural  resources.  Nature  m  time  may  restore  devas- 
tated forest  areas,  but  only  human  toil  can  raise  a  new  city  from 
the  ashes  of  the  old.  Recreation  arrests  productive  effort,  and  the 
replacement  of  values  destroyed  by  fire  absorbs  ener^-ies  that 
would  otherwise  be  devoted  to  industrial  and  economic  jirogress. 

There  is  a  j^rowins  recoj^nitior.  of  the  fact  that  fire  waste 
is  iieedless  and  that  definite  measures  shoi..''l  be  taken  for  its 
avoidance. 

To  arouse  the  people  ajjainst  the  fire  foe  is  our  j>reatest  task. 
There  is  no  difference  regardin,ti^  the  essentials.  The  average 
citizen  will  admit  that  fire  waste  is  in  the  nature  of  a  national 
disgrace.  The  task  is  to  make  him  do  something  to  remedy  con- 
ditions. It  seems  ridiculous  that  a  people  so  eager  to  seek  out  and 
destroy  the  mysterious  and  hidden  enemies  of  mankind  should  be 
so  slow  and  sluggish  in  fighting  a  foe  so  plainly  in  sight  and  so 
readily  vanquished.     We  have  led  the  world  in  seeking  out  the

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RUBBISH 
A  Test  of  Citizenship 

'"IVil  me  what  you  do  with  your  rubbish,"  said  the  fireman, 
"and  I'll  tell  you  what  sort  of  citizen  you  are.  If  vou  dispose 
carefully  of  every  bit  of  broken  furniture!  all  vour  old  newspapers, 
your  oily  raj^s,  your  worn  out  clothin}>f,  and  all  rubbish  of  that 
kind,  you  are  a  ji^ood  citizen,  but  if  you  allow  them  to  accumulate 
you  not  only  arc  a  bad  citizen  but  a  menace  to  your  nei^dibors. 

"What  makes  thinji^s  catch  fire?  It  may  be  the  heat  from  the 
furnace,  a  spark  from  a  cigarette,  a  candle"  dropped  bv  someone, 
the  torch  of  a  i)luml)er— sometimes  they  are  verv  careless  fellows, 
these  plumbers— or.  perhaps,  they  jus't  catch  fire  from  what  is 
called  "spontaneous  combustion.' 

"Vou  don't  know  what  spontaneous  combustion  is?  It  is  a 
hre  that  .starts  itself.  It  has  been  discovered  that  cotton  waste, 
oily  raj,'s.  moist  hay  and  certain  other  thinjjs.  if  left  to  themselves, 
will  <rrow  hotter  and  hotter  and  finally  burst  into  fiames.  There 
was  once  a  nice  new  church  that  was  destroyed  in  that  very  way. 
It  had  just  been  finished,  and  on  the  afternoon  before  the  day  set 
for  the  first  service  some  of  the  ladies  of  the  congrejjation  vviped 
the  woodwork  with  oily  cloths.  When  they  had  finished  and  were 
iiom'^  home,  one  of  them  suj^gested  that  'it  was  a  pitv  to  throw 
away  the  new  dusters  and.  accordingly,  thev  were  put'in  a  closet 
for  safe  keeping.  In  the  night  the  church  was  entirelv  destroyed 
by  fire.  The  cloths  in  the  clos€t  had  caught  fire  bv  spontaneous 
combustion.

"Always  remember  that  a  clean  house  seldom  burns  unless 
a  dn-ty  hnuse  sets  tire  t,.  it.  and  by  a  "dirty'  house  I  mean  a  house 
where  all  kmds  ot  silly  junk  is  preserved  as  if  it  were  of  the  jrreatest 
value. 

"Also,  don't  fort,a't  that  accumulations  of  dirt  and  rubbish 
are  fre(|uently  a  source  of  disease.  I'rom  every  point  of  view  they 
are  wastelul.  unsijrhtly  and  danj^erous.  and  they  tend  to  lower  the 
moral  standards  of  peo])le  who  tolerate  them."' 
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SAFETY  RULES  FOR  RUBBISH 

Keei)  thin.srs  tidy;    don't  allow  rubbish  to  accumulate  any- 
where m  the  house  or  near  it. 

If  you  keep  oily  cloths,  put  them  into  a  metal  box  or  can  with 
a  cover. 

If  you  learn  that  anyone  is  keeping  oily  raj-s  outside  of  metal 
contamers,  it  is  your  duty  to  report  it. 

Don't  pile  dead  leaves  a^-ainst  anything  that  will  burn     They 
sometimes  ignite  of  them.selves.  " 

Bury  leaves;  don't  burn  them.

thmk  ot  the  loss  ot  your  house  with  all  its  contents:  think  of  the 
cost  ot  replacm^  ,i:  think  of  the  loss  which  vou  will  suffer  even  if 
you  do  carry  msurance.  Is  it  not  worth  whife  to  s,,end  an  hour  or 
so  lookin,i,v  oyer  your  heatin.tr  apparatus  so  that  it  mav  be  in  eood 
condition  -  hatety  hrst.  Consider  carefully  the  following  questions : 

Have  you  a  metal  stove  board  under  the  heating  stove? 

Is  all  woodwork  within  two  feet  of  the  stove  protected? 

Is  the  stove  free  from  cracks  and  breaks? 

Is  the  stove  pipe  clean,  sound  and  perfectly  jointed  and  rigid? 

Have  you  protected  all  woodwork  within  eighteen  inches  of 
the  stove  pipe? 

Is  there  a  double  ventilator  thimble  around  the  pipe  where 
It  passes  through  a  partition? 

Is  the  chimney  clean,  is  it  free  from  cracks,  and  is  the  mortar 
between  the  bricks  still  sound? 

Does  any  woodwork  come  in  contact  with  the  chimney? 
Are  any  flue  holes  papered  over,  covered  with  wood  or  stuffed 
u])  with  rags  or  paper? 

Does  the  wall  paper  come  up  against  the  stove  pipe? 

Arc  you  over-heating  the  stove  or  furnace,  or  leaving  drau<rhts 
wide  open?  '^ 

Have  you  any  metal  receptacles  tor  ashes? 

Do  you  dump  ashes  on  wooden  floors  or  against  wooden  walls 
partitions  and  fences?  Do  you  deposit  rags,  waste  paper  and  rub- 
bish with  ashes?  Do  you  keep  the  boiler  room  free  from  combus- 
tible rubbish.^  Safety  along  these  lines  means  protection  of  vour 
property  and  the  lives  of  those  dear  to  you:  so  inspect  all  these 
things  and  exercise  due  care. 

Kvery  period  of  extreme  cold  results  in  numerous  fires  due 
to  torcing  the  heating  apparatus.  Keep  this  in  mind  and  watch 
your  stoves,  turnaces,  etc. 


SAFETY  RULES  FOR  STOVES  AND  FURNACES

Surround  the  base  of  the  furnace  with  brick,  stone  or  concrete. 
Make  sure  that  all  pipes  are  free  from  rust,  and  that  all  joints 
and  connections  are  sound  and  tij^ht. 

Fix  a  .5,niard  about  the  i)ipe  in  the  attic  so  that  nothing  may 
be  stored  against  it. 

In  Using 

Never  pour  kerosene  into  a  coal  or  wood  stove  even  when 
the  fire  is  out. 

Xever  put  ashes  into  wooden  l)oxes  or  barrels;  have  a  strong 
metal  can. 

Study  the  drafts  and  dani])ers. 

Do  not  let  the  stove  or  pipes  become  red-hot. 

Keep  stoves,  furnaces,  flues  and  chimneys  clean. 

Ins])ect  the  chinmeys  and  flues  to  be  sure  that  they  are  sound. 

Do  not  dry  wood  in  an  oven. 

Do  not  hang  wet  clothing  too  near  to  a  stove. 

Keep  curtains  and  other  cloth  away  from  stoves  and  pipes. 


SAFETY  RULES  FOR  COOKING  AND  CLEANING 

Don't  leave  the  stove  while  broiling  is  being  done. 

Don't  pour  water  on  burning  fat;  use  earth,  sand,  flour,  salt 
or  a  metal  cover. 

Xever  let  a  stove  get  red-hot. 

Be  careful  not  to  use  stove  polish  on  a  hot  stove;  wait  until 
it  is  cold. 

Don't  use  any  kind  of  stove  polish  or  other  cleaning  mixture 
unless  you  know  what  is  in  it ;  buy  the  safe  kinds. 

Don't  leave  sweepings  in  a  piece  of  paper;  put  them  in  the 
stove. 

In  handling  oil  or  wax.  use  only  small  quantities  at  a  time; 
wii)e  thoroughly  the  surfaces  you  have  rubbed  with  rags  and  then 
burn  the  rags. 


SOOT  IS  EXPENSIVE 

Do  you  know  that  soot  is  dangerous  and  expensive?  When 
stoves  and  furnaces  have  been  burned  tor  some  time,  there  will 
generally  be  deposits  of  soot  at  various  points.

This  will  save  fuel 
and  increase  the  heat:  it  also  will  remove  danger.  When  a  stove 
smokes,  it  is  unsafe,  for  the  j>:as  from  the  smoke  may  cause  an 
e.\i)losion.  Rememher  also  that  a  clean  chimney  canncit  take  fire. 
Fires  from  burninj.?  chimneys,  or  live  sparks  fritni  excessive  fires 
in  stoves  and  furnaces  often  set  fire  to  wooden  roofs. 

I'.e  sure  that  your  family  has  someone  carefully  inspect  the 
chimneys  and  flues  occasionaily  to  see  that  they  are  sound. 

One  should  not  dry  wood  in  an  oven.  It  is  a  well  known  form 
of  fire  hazard. 

r>e  careful  not  to  hanj^  wet  clothinji;^  too  near  a  sti>ve  for  dry- 
in,<4^.  One  may  be  called  from  the  room  and  fail  to  notice  when 
the  clothinj,'  has  be^nm  to  scorch.  It  is  always  wisest  to  proceed 
slowly  and  safely.  Of  course,  curtains  shoiild  not  hanpf  near  a 
stove  or  pipe. 


SAFETY  RULES  FOR  MATCHES 
In  Buying 

Purchase  by  brand,  and  always  avoid  brands  which  break, 
lose  their  heads,  or  glow  after  being  blown  out. 

Look  for  the  label  of  the  Underwriters'  laboratories. 

Ciive  the  preference  to  strike-on-the-box,  or  safety  matches, 
but  in  case  of  buying  the  strike-anywhere  match,  get  one  in  which 
the  white  head  is  surrounded  by  a  black  bulb. 

In  Using 

Never  throw  away  a  match  until  every  spark  is  out. 

It  matches  are  spilled,  pick  up  every  one. 

Do  not  carry  matches  loose:  do  not  car*}  them  at  all,  if  a  child. 

Keep  matches  out  of  the  reach  of  little  children. 

Keep  them  in  covered  boxes  or  dishes,  awav  from  the  heat  of 
stoves  and  stove  pipes,  and  out  of  the  reach  of  rats  and  mice. 

Strike  matches  away  from  you.  If  striking  on  a  box,  first  close 
the  box.    Strike  downward  on  the  box. 


CHILDREN  AND  MATCHES 

Children  playing  with  matches  have  caused  a  great  many 
fires  m  this  province,  resulting  in  both  loss  of  property  and  loss 
ot  life.  Parents  should  instruct  their  children  regarding  the 
danger  of  playing  with  matches.  Keep  matches  out  of  the  reach 
ot  children.

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Watch  the  careless  smoker:  notice  where  he  throws  matches, 
ci.Lrars  and  cijj^arettes  when  he  has  finished  with  them;  stamp  out 
any  sparks  you  may  see. 

Report  all  violations  of  "Xo  Smokiujij"  rules  and  warn  people 
of  the  danj^er. 

(iive  i)eoplv'  special  and  emphatic  warninj;  a,t,'ainst  the  dansjer 
of  sniokiu},'  in  bed. 

Tell  your  friends  that  smokinj,'  is  harmful  to  children  as  well 
as  dan,u:erous  to  those  about  them. 


SAFETY  RULES  FOR  OPEN  FIRES 

Don't  build  bonfires  for  fun. 

If  you  must  build  outdoor  fires,  be  sure  that  thev  are  cold 
before  you  leave  them. 

Don't  set  dead  trees  afire.    Sometimes  they  will  burn  for  davs. 

Before  lighting  an  open  fire  be  sure  that  it  is  completely 
enclosed  in  a  stout  wire  screen. 

Keep  children  from  playing  too  near  the  fire,  screen  or  no 
screen. 

Don't  throw  large  pieces  of  loose  paper  upon  an  oi)en  fire. 
Make  absolutely  certain  that  the  fire  is  out  before  going  to 
bed  at  night. 

Don't  say  "I  guess  it's  all  right." 

Thaw  frozen  pipes  with  hot  water,  not  with  tlame. 


COAL  OIL 

Starting  a  fire  with  coal  oil  is  a  most  dangerous  practice  and 
should  be  discontinued.  Read  the  following  examples  of  common 
occurrence: 

Kerosene  thrown  on  the  kitchen  fire  in  order  to  hurry  up  the 
supper  caused  a  tragedy  last  night.  The  baby  of  the  family,  about 
four  years  of  age,  was  so  frightfully  burned  that  it  died  just  before 
midnight.  The  mother,  who  is  in  "the  general  hospital,  in  addition 
to  terrible  burns,  is  sutTering  from  a  severe  mental  shock.  Her 
conditicjn  is  serious  and  perhaps  may  prove  fatal,  as  she  is  badly 
burned  on  the  i)ody  and  arms.  A  third  child,  about  ten  vears  of 
age,  was  slightly  burned  about  the  arms  and  hands.  There  are 
many  reports  similar  to  this.  Will  you  allow  coal  oil  to  be  used 
in  starting  fires  in  your  house?

The  attention  of  the  ladies  is  drawn  to  the  practice  of  jjasoHn- 
in.L::  clothes  in  the  kitchen  when  there  is  a  fire  in  the  stove.  Dis- 
continue such  a  practice  as  it  is  extremely  danj,a>rous. 


SAFETY  RULES  FOR  GASOLINE 

Alvyays  remember  that  you  must  take  no  chances  with  j^aso- 
line;  it  is  one  of  the  most  danji^crous  materials  in  common  use. 

It  must  always  be  kept  in  tightly  fastened  cans:  never  in 
glass  bottles. 

It  should  never  be  uncovered  within  the  house,  nor  at  any 
point  where  its  fumes  can  travel  to  an  open  flame,  a  live  coal,  or  a 
spark. 

Do  not  use  it  for  cleaning,  if  vou  can  get  a  safe  cleaning 
j)reparation. 

( iasoline  in  quantity  should  be  kept  in  underground  tanks. 
X:>  one  should  be  allowed  to  smoke  in  a  garage. 
Xo  one  should  be  allowed  to  smoke  in  an  aut(»mobile  while 
its  gasoline  tank  is  being  filled. 

Do  not  use  water  upon  a  gasoline  or  kerosene  fire;  use  a 
liiemical  extinguisher,  or  else  throw  earth  or  sand  upon  it— trv  to 
smother  it.

You  certainly 
don  t  want  such  a  calamity  to  happen  and  should  interest  your- 
selves in  seeing  that  it  does  not,  by  means  of  prevention. 

DON'T  permit  waste  or  other  fire  breeding  material  to 
accumulate  in  or  about  where  you  are  working.  Talk  to  your 
fellow-workers,  point  out  the  danger  and  loss  from  fire  and  induce 
them  to  use  care  and  precaution  to  prevent  fires.  Don't  do  this 
for  a  limited  period  only,  but  be  constantly  on  the  watch  for  any 
defects  or  conditions  that  might  cause  fire  and  see  that  they  are 
removed. 


HOUSEHOLDERS 

HOUSEKEEPERS  should  stop  awhile  from  pleasure  and 
clean  up  their  homes  and  aid  in  the  prevention  of  fires. 

STOP  piling  rubbish,  trash  or  waste  in  cellars,  backvards  or 
streets. 

STOP  using  other  than  safety  matches. 
STOP  putting  ashes  in  wooden  boxes;  use  metal  cans. 
STOP  filling  oil  or  gasoline  stoves  or  lamps  when  lighted. 
STOP  hanging  clothing  or  draperies  near  open  fires  or  stove 
pipes  or  steam  pipes. 

STOP  starting  fires  in  furnaces  or  stoves  without  seeing  that 
they  are  properly  put  up,  and  see  that  chimnevs  and  flues  are 
clean. 


THE  DUTY  OF  INSURANCE  MEN 

All  the  fire  insurance  companies  have  well-organized  agency 
plants.  The  local  agent  procures  the  business  and  the  company 
looks  to  the  agent  to  protect  its  interests  as  far  as  a  satisfactory 
insurable  risk  is  concerned.  Every  agent  should  keep  the  interes't 
of  the  insurance  business  constanly  in  mind.  If  he  does,  then  he 
must  be  a  fire  prevention  enthusiast. 

There  have  been  cases  where  the  agent  has  been  lax  in  his 
underwriting  and  has  taken  applications  for  an  amount  greatly  in 
excess  of  the  real  value  of  the  property  to  be  insured  This  is 
termed  over-insurance.  '.Vhat  are  the  effects  of  such  procedure? 
I'lrst,  a  needless  expenditure  of  money  on  the  part  of  the  assured 
for  protection  that  he  could  not  possibly  get  in  case  of  loss.  The 
statutory  conditions  of  fire  policies  are  very  clear  on  this  point 
The  company  is  not  liable  for  loss  beyond  the  actual  value  de- 
stroyed by  fire.  Secondly,  over-insurance  is  alwavs  a  motive  in 
incendiarism.

TIMELY  WARNING 
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Two-thirds  of  the  fire  waste  is  caused  by  carelessness,  neglect 
and  indifference.  This  can  be  overcome  by  cleanliness  and  atten- 
tion to  conditions,  and  is  the  first  step  towards  effective  fire  pre- 
vention. 

Aid  in  Fire  Prevention— It  means  saving  of  life  and  property 
and  dollars. 


STOP,  LOOK,  LISTEN 

You  have  seen  this  sign  at  some  railroad  crossing  and  have 
heeded  its  warning  before  venturing  to  cross  the  track.  Why  did 
yott  do  so?  Simply  because  you  realized  that  neglecting  to  do  so 
might  result  in  injury  or  death. 

Why  don't  you  heed  the  warning  of  a  greater  danger  that 
daily  confronts  you  in  your  home  or  business  place  and  throughout 
the  community  in  which  you  live?  You  do  not,  but  go  along,  never 
STOPPING  to  consider  what  carelessness  is  doing  in  the  mat- 
ters of  fires. 

Nor  do  you  LOOK  about  your  house  to  see  that  there  is  no 
accumulation  of  trash,  rubbish,  or  waste  hid  away  in  cellars,  attics 
or  closets,  inviting  just  a  spark  to  start  a  fire  that  would  cause  the 
destruction  of  your  home. 

Nor  will  you  LISTEN  to  the  words  of  warning  that  are  being 
given  from  time  to  time  by  men  who  are  making  a  study  of  the 
question  so  as  to  bring  to  you  a  realization  that  by  a  little  care  and 
attention  about  the  premises  you  can  greatly  assist  in  reducing 
the  fire  waste. 

This  would  mean  a  decided  reduction  in  the  cost  of  insurance, 
which  is  of  especial  monetary  interest  to  you  as  an  insurer  and  to 
all  others  who  are  prone  to  complain  of  the  high  premium  rate  of 
insurance  and  who  fail  to  recognize  that  the  insurance  rates  are 
based  on  the  loss  ratio,  the  latter  being  due  to  carelessness  and  the 
lack  of  active  work  in  the  prevention  of  fires. 

GZT  TOGETHER,  STOP  the  carelessness,  as  it  is  causing 
60  per  cent,  of  all  fires.  LOOK  into  the  condition  of  property  in 
your  immediate  vicinity.  See  that  those  piles  of  rubbish  and 
waste  are  destroyed.  LISTEN  to  the  voice  of  your  conscience 
which  undoubtedly  tells  you  that  you  have  failed  to  do  your  duty 
to  yourself,  your  family  and  your  neighbors  by  this  lack  of  interest 
in  the  prevention  of  and  protection  against  fire. 

You  read  daily  in  the  papers  of  some  fire  that  has  made  some 
people  homeless.    Have  you  profited  by  the  experience  of  those  so

While  we  may  imagine  the  fire  insurance  companies  pay  this 
loss,  such  is  not  the  case.  WK  PAY  it — on  our  shoes,  our  clothes, 
our  j.rroceries,  our  carpets,  our  furniture.  Take  wool,  for  instance. 
Wool  is  insured  in  transit,  it  is  insured  in  the  warehouse,  it  is 
insured  in  the  textile  factories,  it  is  insured  in  the  clothinjjf  and 
departmental  stores  all  the  way  along,  from  the  back  of  the  shec]) 
wool  carries  a  fire  tax  and  when  we  buy  a  piece  of  wool  we  pay 
that  indirect  tax  concealed  in  the  cost  of  the  poods. 

When  we  reailze  that  we  pay  every  year  this  tax  that  we  are 
payinjf  (wasting)  5  per  cent,  interest  ()n'$42(),«KK),(KK)  investment, 
we  may  read  the  reports  of  fires  with  less  indifference,  we  may 
realize  our  individual  respt>nsibility,  and  when  we  do,  a  new  era  of 
carefulness  may  dawn,  the  fire  waste  cut  in  half,  the  rates  for  insur- 
ance lowered,  and  the  cost  of  living  reduced.

The  Fires  You  Remember 


Were  you  ever  in  a  burning  house?  Can  you  possibly  forget 
it?  Even  though  the  fire  may  have  been  put  out  before  it  did 
much  damage,  you  remember  the  excitement  and  fear.  If  you 
were  old  enough  to  realize  the  danger,  you  will  never  again  care 
to  pass  through  such  a  terrible  experience. 

"^'ou  never  have  been  in  a  burning  house,  do  you  say?  That 
is  fortunate,  but  at  least  you  have  seen  fires  and  can  plainly  recall 
the  clouds  of  smoke  and  the  fierce  crackle  of  the  flames  as  they 
spread  and  destroyed  everything  within  reach.  You  may  have 
noticed  the  people  who  escaped;  do  you  remember  their  grief 
as  they  saw  their  home  and  comforts,  their  clothing,  furniture, 
pictures,  books,  and  the  treasures  that  they  had  been  gathering 
for  so  many  years  suddenly  swept  away? 

Tt  is  to  be  hojjc  that  you  have  never  seen  a  fire  in  which 
people  have  lost  their  lives,  or  have  been  badly  injured — but  these, 
too,  often  occur.  They  happen  ^vithout  warning  at  points  where 
they  are  least  expected.  Peoi)le  who  have  been  going  about  their 
daily  tasks  without  a  thought  of  danger  may  suddenly  find  their 
esca])e  cut  off  by  flames  that  have  been  caused  by  somebody's 
carelessness.  In  order  that  such  a  terrible  thing  may  never  hap- 
pen through  our  carelessness,  let  us  try  to  learn  some  things  about 
fire,  and  especially  about  the  ways  in  which  it  may  be  kept  from 
becoming  dangerous. 


FIRES  AND  THE  CLOCK 

Here  is  a  good  way  to  begin:  Stand  in  front  of  a  clock  and 
watch  the  long  hand  creep  steadily  from  minute  to  minute.  Every 
time  it  passes  a  minute  mark  say  to  yourself  "Another  fire  has 
broken  out;  i)erhai)s  somebody's  dearly  loved  home  is  being 
destroyed,  or  some  child  is  being  terribly  burned,"  then  add  "It 
could  have  been  prevented." 

Watch  that  clock-hand  for  ten  minutes  or  more — "Another 
fire" — "Another" — "Somebody's  home" — "Some  bov  or  girl" — 
"Some  hotel,  with  the  people  struggling  to  escape"— "Some  fac- 
tory, with  dozens  of  hands  thrown  out  of  work" — "Another" —

When  you  wake  up  in  the  morning  you 
may  be  sure  that  there  will  be  hundreds  of  fires  throughout  the 
country  before  night.  Think  of  it — these  fires  haven't  yet  occurred 
and  they  wouldn't  occur  if  people  only  would  be  careful. 


THE  FIRST  FIVE  MINUTES 
Why  the  House  Was  Burned 

It  is  often  said  that  the  first  five  minutes  at  a  fire  is  ^'  jrth 
more  than  the  next  five  hours.  If  you  have  ever  seen  a  real  fire 
start  you  will  know  what  this  means. 

Not  long  ago,  a  guest  in  a  handsome  country  house  was 
awakened  by  the  cry  of  fire.  He  ran  into  the  hall  and  saw  th.ni  a 
partition  had  begun  to  blaze  as  the  result  of  an  over-heated  furnace 
pipe.  It  was  a  very  small  blaze.  A  hand  extinguisher  would  have 
put  it  out  in  a  moment ;  so  would  a  pail  or  two  of  water,  but  the 
foolish  people  had  no  extinguisher  and  no  pails  of  water.  Someone 
rushed  to  the  bathroom,  but  found  that  there  had  been  an  accident 
to  the  water  pipes ;  not  a  drop  would  run.  So  the  first  five  minutes 
went  by,  and  the  little  blaze  quickly  grew  into  a  great  mass  of  flame 
that  soon  began  to  eat  through  the  walls  and  the  ceiling.  In  the 
end  the  house  was  burned  to  the  ground. 

In  this  lesson  we  come  to  a  difTerent  division  of  our  subject. 
We  have  been  studying  the  prevention  of  fires,  but  it  also  is 
important  to  know  how  to  deal  with  fires  that  do  occur.  In  fact, 
this,  too,  is  a  kind  of  fire  prevention;  it  prevents  little  fires  becom- 
ing big  ones.  Let  us  remember  them  that  we  are  never  far  from 
the  possibility  of  fire.  We  have  seen  how  fire  enters  into  our  daily 
lives  in  all  sorts  of  useful  ways,  and  how  it  is  always  seeking  to 
escape  from  bounds  and  become  the  master.  We  have  seen  how 
many  of  the  familiar  objects  in  our  homes  may  be  a  cause  of  fire 
peril,  and  we  have  studied  plans  for  increasing  our  safety.  But 
even  this  is  not  enough.  In  spite  of  our  precautions  some  fires 
will  occur,  perhaps  because  someone  else  has  been  careless.  What 
shall  we  do  when  we  are  face  to  face  with  the  actual  danger  and 
see  before  us  the  sudden  burst  of  flame  ? 


HOW  TO  KEEP  COOL 

First  of  all,  let  us  keep  our  heads.  We  must  act  quickly,  of 
course,  but  excitement  may  make  us  do  exactly  the  wrong  thing. 
It  is  not  easy  to  keep  from  getting  excited,  do  you  say?  Yes, 
there  is  one  way:   It  is  by  studying  it  all  out  in  advance,  when

there  is  no  fire,  and  deciding  just  what  should  be  done  in  such  a 
case.  Then  we  shall  not  need  to  stf)])  and  think  if  we  find  ourselves 
confronted  by  sudden  danger.  After  all,  it  is  simple  enough;  there 
are  only  a  few  rules  to  remember. 

Let  us  see!  We  have  already  noticed  that  most  fires  are  small 
in  the  beginning,  therefore,  the  time  to  put  them  out  is  at  once, 
before  they  have  had  a  chance  to  spread.  How?  By  means  of  an 
extinguisher,  if  there  be  one  within  reach,  as  there  should  be  in 
every  home.  There  are  various  tyi)cs  of  hand  fire  extinguishers 
on  the  market ;  all  houses  should  be  equipped  with  some  good  type, 
placed  at  convenient  points,  within  plain  sight  and  easy  reach,  and 
every  member  of  the  family,  including  visitors  and  servants  should 
be  taught  how  to  use  them.  P'ire  may  break  <»ut  suddenly;  it 
generally  takes  one  entirely  by  suri)rise.  Tn  the  hurry  of  the 
moment  one  must  not  have  to  wait  to  read  directions.  One  must 
know  in  advance  exactly  what  to  do. 

And  then  remember  that  whether  water  or  an  extinguisher 
is  used,  the  fire  should  always  be  attacked  at  its  base,  the  place 
where  the  flames  start.  It  is  the  burning  material,  instead  of  the 
flames  themselves,  which  should  be  drenched  or  smothered.  If 
water  is  used,  and  the  blaze  is  still  a  small  one,  it  is  generally  more 
effective  to  throw  on  the  water  a  little  at  a  time  instead  of  all  at 
once.    Some  small  blazes  can  be  beaten  out  with  a  broom  or  a  coat. 


IF  THE  CLOTHING  CATCHES  FIRE 

Fire  in  clothing  is  particularly  dangerous,  and  calls  for  quick 
action,  but  without  excitement.  Tear  off  the  burning  clothing,  if 
possible,  or  smother  it  by  wrap])ing  about  the  body  aoy  woollen 
cloth  within  reach.  Never  try  to  smother  a  fire  with  ^  cotton 
cloth,  because  cotton  will  burn.  Running  is  the  worst  thing  that 
could  possibly  be  done,  since  it  fans  the  flames.  One  effective  way 
of  smothering  is  to  throw  to  the  floor  the  person  whose  clothing  is 
on  fire  and  cover  him  with  a  rug  or  other  wollen  material,  throw- 
ing it  downward  toward  the  feet  in  order  to  keep  the  flames  from 
the  face.  Always  remember  that  the  flames  must  be  kept  from 
the  face. 

If  the  fire  is  outside  of  the  house,  in  the  roof  or  exterior  walls, 
or  in  some  outbuilding,  use  a  garden  hose,  if  possible.  If  your  own 
house  is  not  on  fire,  but  there  ha])pens  to  be  a  fire  near  by,  so  that 
there  is  danger  from  s])arks  and  brands,  keep  your  roof  wet  by 
using  the  hose  or  by  passing  buckets  of  water.  The  hand  force- 
pumps  used  for  spraying  trees  are  also  valuable  in  fire  fighting. 

Study  these  simple  rules  until  they  are  thoroughly  learned, 
then  if  you  are  in  danger  they  will  flash  into  your  mind,  and  you 
will  be  able  to  do  the  right  thing  without  excitement.

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RULES  FOR  FIGHTING  SMALL  FIRES 

Keep  cool  and  act  (|uickly  before  the  fire  can  spread. 

Make  your  plans  in  advance  as  t«)  what  you  would  do  in  case 
of  fire. 

Have  one  or  more  hand  fire  extinjjfuishcrs  within  easy  reach. 

lie  sure  that  everyone  in  the  house  knows  where  they  are  and 
how  to  use  them. 

Do  not  aim  at  the  flames,  but  at  the  place  where  the  flames 
start. 

If  you  use  water  it  is  generally  best  to  throw  it  on  in  small 
quantities. 

Small  fires  can  sometimes  be  beaten  out  with  a  broom  or  coat. 


SERIOUS  FIRES 

Last  of  all  we  come  to  the  fires  which  have  not  been  extin- 
guished at  the  start,  and  which,  therefore,  cannot  be  put  out 
easily.  No,  of  course,  we  don't  like  to  think  that  such  things  can 
happen  to  us.  We  read  about  them  in  the  paper  and  sometimes 
we  follow  the  engines  to  a  place  where  some  other  family's  house 
is  on  fire.  Nevertheless,  the  people  in  that  other  family  did  not 
expect  to  see  their  home  in  flames,  either.  Probably  they  didn't 
know  what  to  do  when  the  fire  broke  out  because  they  had  never 
given  the  subject  much  thought.  You  are  going  to  think  about 
it  now.    Then  you  will  be  pre|)ared. 

Suppose  you  were  to  go  to  sleep  some  night  feeling  perfectly 
safe  and  wake  suddenly  to  find  the  house  full  of  smoke  and 
everyone  rushing  excitedly  about.  It  is  hard  to  think  straight  at 
such  times  unless  you  have  made  your  plans  in  advance. 

Therefore,  never  go  to  bed  without  knowing  the  quickest, 
safest  way  to  leave  the  house.  If  it  is  by  a  window  be  sure  that 
the  window  isn't  locked  and  that  it  is  not  too  high  for  a  jump.  If 
it  is  by  a  hall  or  stairway,  be  sure  that  you  know  ever)-  turn  in 
the  dark,  whether  to  right  or  left  and  that  there  is  nothing  to 
stumble  over. 

It  is  dangerous  to  leave  things  standing  about  in  halls,  door- 
ways or  on  steps.  Sometimes  you  will  see  city  fire  escapes  filled 
with  boxes,  flower  boxes,  or  other  things.  People  who  can  be  so 
criminally  careless  as  that  hardly  deserve  to  be  saved.  That  kind 
of  carelessness  costs  many  lives. 

Look  around  in  daylight,  plan  your  escape,  and  make  sure 
that  the  way  is  kept  clear  at  all  time. 

But  that  is  not  all ;  it  is  only  the  beginning.  You  may  be  the 
only  cool  headed  person  in  the  house,  and  you  must  know  how  to 
give  the  alarm.  If  you  find  that  you  cannot  put  the  fire  out  your- 
self, shout  "Fire!"  unless  you  happen  to  be  in  a  crowded  room.

I  )o  you  know  where  to  lind  the  nearest  lire  alarm  statiou:  Do  you 
know  how  to  Use  it  r  If  not.  ddu't  waste  a  sin^de  day  hefore 
learniu!^.  .Make  y..iuself  ihorouKhly  familiar  with  its  operation 
at  once.  There  may  he  no  time  to  stop  and  read  directions  when 
the  lire  comes. 


SAFETY  RULES  IN  SERIOUS  FIRES 

Make  all  your  plans  in  advance. 

Never  j.;o  to  hed  witli<iut  knowinjf  the  (juickest,  safest  way  to 
leave  the  house. 

Keep  the  halls,  stairs,  doors,  and  lire  escapes  free  from 
ohstruction. 

(iive  the  al.irm  i»romi)tly  1)\-  calling  "I-'ire,"  unles.s  in  a 
crowded  room. 

In  a  crowded  room  j;ive  the  alarm  (piietly  and  keep  the  people 
calm. 

Know  where  to  lind  the  nearest  tire  alarm  hox  and  study  the 
directions  in  advance. 

Wait  hy  the  ho.x,  if  it  is  outside  of  the  hurninjj;  huildinjif.  so 
as  to  direct  the  lireiuen  when  they  appear. 

If  your  door  is  closed,  put  your  foot  hehind  it  and  open  it 
cautiously:  slam  it  shut  if  the  lire  threatens  to  rush  in. 

If  there  is  smoke  hut  no  tiame  in  the  hallway,  tie  a  wet  cloth 
around  your  m<iuth  and  nose  and  crawl  on  your  hands  and  knees 
if  the  smoke  is  dense. 

Close  all  doors  that  you  pass  in  order  to  keep  the  tire  from 
spread  in. ir. 

Ho  not  iumi)  from  a  window  unless  it  is  ahscdutelv  necessarv. 
It  IS  hetter  to  tear  a  sheet  into  strips,  tie  the  strips  toji^ether  into  a 
rope,  fasten  one  end  of  the  rope  securely  and  slide  to  the  jjround. 

If  you  have  to  jumj),  throw  out  mattress  and  heddiuj^  to  hreak 
your  fall. 

Always  save  lile  helore  i)roperty.  in  savini;^  propertv  take 
out  the  most  \  aluahle  thinj^s  tirst. 

Don't  throw  hreakahle  thini^s  from  the  window. 

Always  keep  yi.ur  head.

peojjlc  to  escape.  This  boy  was  brave  and  he  kept  his  head,  but 
he  had  never  studied  th.  '''a'Ctions  on  the  ahinn  bf»x:  turninjj;  the 
handle  merely  ojjened  t.  'oor.  It  did  not  send  in  the  alarm,  for 
there  was  a  hook  to  i)ul'  er  the  door  was  opened,  conse(|uently 
the  tire  enjfines  did  not  c>'me  until  the  alarm  had  been  sent  in  by 
some  one  who  understood  hctw  to  turn  one  in  and  so  much  time 
had  then  been  lost  that  the  fire  did  a  larjj^e  amount  of  damajfc. 

Unless  the  alarm  box  is  in  the  burninjif  buildin5,^  it  is  best  to 
wait  at  the  box  in  order  to  direct  the  firemen  where  to  ^o. 

As  soon  as  you  discover  that  there  is  a  fire  in  the  house,  ^o 
to  the  door  of  your  room  and  if  it  is  closed,  put  your  foot  behind 
it  and  then  open  it  cautiously,  just  enough  so  that  you  can  see 
out.  don't  throw  the  door  wide  open,  because  if  the  fire  has  been 
burning  for  some  time  there  will  be  such  a  draught  that  you  may 
not  be  able  to  get  the  door  shut  again,  and  in  that  case  the  fire 
will  rush  in  and  set  everything  in  the  room  afire,  including  your- 
self. If  you  find  that  there  is  a  strong  pressure  against  the  door 
and  that  the  fire  is  close,  shut  it  and  cooly  consider  what  to  do.  It 
will  be  several  minutes  before  that  door  will  burn  through  and  in 
that  time  you  can  make  a  sheet  into  a  rope  and  slide  to  the  ground 
with  it,  or  you  can  throw  the  mattresses  and  pillows  out  of  the 
window  so  that  if  you  have  to  jump  y<m  will  have  something  soft 
to  fall  on.    Don't  jump  until  it  is  absolutely  necessary. 

Remember  to  close  the  door  behind  you  when  leaving  a  burn- 
ing room,  as  that  will  check  the  spread  of  the  fire. 

Sometimes  a  hallway  is  so  thickly  filled  with  smoke  that  it 
looks  as  though  it  would  be  impossible  to  pass  through,  and  yet  it 
may  be  the  only  way  to  safety.  Here  is  the  best  method  for  get- 
ting through.  Tie  a  wet  towel  over  your  mouth  and  nose,  then 
crawl  along  on  your  hands  and  knees,  for  the  smoke  is  thinnest 
near  to  the  floor.  Say  to  yourself:  "I  will  keep  cool;  I  will  not 
get  excited." 

Always  remember  that  when  a  fire  has  such  a  start  that  you 
cannot  put  it  out,  the  most  important  thing  is  t«)  save  life.  If  no 
lives  are  in  danger  you  should  save  as  many  of  the  valuable  things 
in  the  house  as  jjossible.  Don't  waste  any  time  carrying  out  things 
of  little  value  until  you  have  made  sure  of  the  jewelry,  silver, 
pictures  and  such  things,  and  never  be  foolish  enough  to  throw 
breakable  things  out  of  the  windows,  as  excited  people  some- 
times do. 

Coolness,  (juickness,  quietness  and  knowledge  of  what  to  do 
— these  are  the  valuable  things  to  possess  in  a  fire  emergency,  and 
there  is  not  a  person  who  reads  these  words,  but  that  may  some- 
time be  called  upon  to  make  use  of  them.  Do  not  merely  read 
the.se  lessons,  study  them,  make  them  a  part  of  your  knowledge, 
then  if  the  test  comes  suddenly  you  will  13 E  PREPARED.

^    First  Aid  to  the  Injured    ^ 


Keep  Cool — Send  For  a  Physician 

The  necessity  and  value  of  prompt  and  efficient  aid  in  injuries 
needs  no  comment.  In  order  that  the  benelicia!  effects  of  rn»dern 
surgical  methods  may  be  appUed  to  any  wound,  from  accidents  in 
the  shop,  factory,  railway  service,  mine,  camp,  at  home,  or  wher- 
ever accidents  may  occur,  we  have  listed  various  First  Aid 
essentials. 

Antiseptic  Treatment 

The  amateur  who  fjives  first  aid  to  the  wounded  should  take 
every  precaution  possible  by  thoroujifbly  cleansin<j  his  hands  and 
nails.  He  should  then  cleanse  the  wounds  with  some  antiseptic. 
The  simplest  and  most  easily  procured  is  salt  and  water.  Put  a 
handful  of  salt  in  a  quart  of  water  and  use  freely.  After  the  wound 
is  cleansed,  it  must  then  be  protected  from  new  ji^erms  by  some 
covering  made  j^ferm-free  by  bakinjj,  boiling  or  even  ironing  with 
a  hot  fiatiron.  After  the  salt  solution  has  been  carefully  used, 
apply  strips  of  muslin  or  gauze  soaked  in  warm  water  which  has 
been  boiled.    This  will  leave  the  wound  in  good  condition. 


Bleeding 

First,  antiseptically  cleanse  the  wound.  Second,  stop  bleed- 
ing as  per  following  directions.  Third,  dress  and  bandage  the 
wound.  Never  wash  away  blood  clots.  Do  not  allow  an  open 
wound  to  remain  unprotected  longer  than  the  time  employed  to 
stop  bleeding.    Avoid  touching  an  open  woimd  with  the  hands. 

In  case  of  arterial  bleeding,  check  the  flow  of  blood  imme- 
diately as  directed  below.  Send  for  the  physician  and  attempt 
no  more. 

How  to  Make  a  Tourniquet 

If  a  special  tourniquet  cannot  be  readily  procured,  a  simple 
one  can  be  improvised  by  tying  a  handkerchief,  cloth,  belt,  sus- 
pender or  bandage  around  the  limb  and  using  a  stick  to  twist  the 
same  tightly.  The  stick  can  be  held  in  place  by  another  bandage. 
Loosen  the  tourniquet  gradually.  If  bleeding  has  ceased  leave 
loose.  If  it  has  not  cea  .  tighten  again.  If  tourniquet  were  left 
on  24  hours  it  might  desiioy  limb.

firnt    Aid    Methods 
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A  "Spanish  Windlass"  is  made  the  same  as  a  tourniquet  except 
that  s<mie  hard,  round  substance,  such  as  a  stone  or  a  ball,  must 
1)0  placed  in  the  centre  of  the  cloth  and  this  lump  placed  over 
artery  and  the  cloth  twisted  until  the  bleeding  ceases.  This  is  the 
proi)er  ap])aratus  to  use  instead  of  a  toHrni(|Uet  on  the  thigh,  for 
instance,  where  heavy  muscles  protect  the  artery. 

Important— Remember  that  obstruction  must  be  placed  be- 
tween the  wound  and  the  centre  of  the  body  because  the  blood 
flows  from  the  heart. 

Small  Cuts  and  Scratches— Wipe  off  any  dust  or  dirt  with 
moist  absorbent  cotton.  Suck  wound.  Use  ointment  or  court 
])laster.  The  flow  is  usually  slow  and  will  generally  stop  soon. 
If  it  should  not.  elevate  the  part  and  apply  cold  water.  On  a  large 
raw  surface,  use  ointment  and  bandage  firmly. 

Bleeding  from  Veins — lUood  flows  towards  heart.  The  blood 
is  dark,  flows  steadily,  does  not  spurt.  Treatment:  Place  patient 
on  his  back.  Loosen  cl(. thing,  l^levate  the  limb.  Hind  pad  of 
styi)tic  gauze  firmly  on  the  wound. 

Wound  to  Jugular  Vein  on  side  of  neck.  .Vpply  dry  pad  of 
gauze  and  press  one  finger  firmly  below  and  one  above  the  wound. 

Bleeding  from  Arteries — P.lood  flows  from  heart.  Dangerous. 
lUood  flows  in  spurts,  is  bright  red.  Treatment:  Have  patient 
lie  down.  Raise  wounded  lin'.b.  Cover  finger  and  thumb  with 
styptic  gauze  and  press  into  wound.  Tf  direct  pressure  or  stuffing 
fails  to  check  bleeding,  a  t(nirni(|uet  or  "Spanish  windlass"  may 
be  used  to  advantage  above  the  wound. 

Wound  to  Head — Clii)  hair  around  wound  before  blood  clots. 
Ai)plv  surgical  gauze  and  bandai^i'. 

Wound  to  Cheek  or  Temple— A i)i)ly  pressure  with  fingers  to 
point  below  cut,  and  conii)ress  artery. 

Wound  to  Neck — .\i>ply  finger  pressure  to  base  of  neck  near 
collar  bone  and  i)ress  artery  against  si)inal  column. 

Wound  to  Arm  or  Hand— .\i)ply  finger  pressure  to  artery 
a1)t)ve  the  wound.    Tourni(|uet  or  "Spanish  windlass"  may  be  used. 

Wound  to  Leg  or  Foot— When  below  the  knee,  place  stick 
in  hollow  behind  knee,  bind  the  leg  back  with  cotton  bandage,  and 
bind  upper  leg  against  abdomen. 

Wound  to  Thigh  or  Upper  Leg— Apply  tourniquet  or  "Span- 
ish windlass"  above  the  wound.

Place  on  hack  and  apply  cold  cloths  to  the  nose 
and  hack  of  neck.  Tn  severe  cases  holding'  both  nostrds  or  push- 
inir  a  small  plus  <•>'  styptic  ^auze  into  nostrils  may  control  the 

flow. 

Fainting 

Lav  patient  flat  with  head  lower  than  body.  Loosen  clothes^ 
( iives  plcntv  of  air.  Keep  bodv  warm.  T.athe  face  and  hands  with 
cold  water.'  While  unconscious,  fj've  nothing  to  drmk.  When 
consciousness  returns,  pfive  warm  drinks  or  a  little  stimulant. 

Burns  and  Scalds 

For  slight  burns  or  burns  bv  electricity,  apply  Recrosco  Oint- 
ment, carron  oil,  baking  soda  or  vinegar.  If  these  cannot  be  pro- 
cured, moist  earth  or  clay  will  do.    Bandage  loosely  with  gauze. 

r.urns  by  lime,  caustic,  ammonia,  potash  and  other  alkalies 
or  by  acids,  first  flood  with  water,  then  treat  as  above,  except  that 
vinegar  should  not  be  applied  to  burns  by  acids. 

In  severe  burns,  cut  away  all  clothing  around  the  burn  soak- 
ing off  anv  portions  that  may  adhere  with  a  vegetable  oil.  Apply 
ointment  'and  bandage  loosely.  In  the  case  of  a  large  burned 
surface,  dress  a  small  portion  at  a  time. 

Clothes  on  Fire 

Throw  person  down  and.  commencing  at  the  head,  wrap 
around  him  a  rug.  table  cover,  mat  or  anything  woollen.  Roll  him 
on  floor.  A  woman  in  attempting  to  aid  anyone  on  fire  should  be 
especiallv  careful  that  her  own  clothes  do  not  catch  fire.  On  this 
account  'she  should  hold  the  covering  in  front  of  her  and  stand 
at  victim's  head,  throwing  the  covering  towards  the  feet,  thus 
avoiding  blowing  the  flames  into  the  face  of  the  one  on  fire.  If 
alone,  lie  down  on  the  floor,  crawl  to  the  nearest  woollen  covering 
and  wrap  yourself  in,  preventing  flames  from  reaching  the  face. 

Eye — Foreign  Bodies 

.Small  particles,  like  cinders,  dust,  etc..  are  generally  easy  to 
remove.  I'uU  the  upper  lid  downward  away  from  the  eyeball  oyer 
lower  lid  and  release.  Open  eve  in  bowl  of  water.  Put  few  grains 
of  fla.xseed  or  evestone  in  eye  and  allow  to  remain  until  relieved, 
over  night  if  necessarv.  Use  corner  of  a  handkerchief,  wet.  Use 
medicat^ed  horsehair  loop.  If  lime  gets  into  the  eye,  wash  out  with 
sweet  oil. 

Particles  of  Emery,  Metal,  Glass,  Large  Cinders,  or  anything 
imbedded  in  ball  of  eye  should  not  be  disturbed.  See  physician 
immediately.    Do  nut  use  horsehair  loop  or  above  methods.

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Fracture 

Important— In  alt  cases  .)f  fractures,  the  patient  shimld  not 
be  niov-i'd  until  arrival  ..f  the  physician  or  adjustment  of  the 
splints.  When  moving,  carry  on  some  kind  of  a  stretcher,  such  as 
a  door.  Init  never  in  the  arms. 

Compound  Fracture— Cleanse  thoroujjhly.  Put  styptic  Kauze 
next  t<»  the  wound.  Cover  with  pad  or  cott<.n  cloth  and  bandajjc 
before  placing  in  splints. 

Fracture  of  Upper  Arm— Ho  not  use  splints-  but  bind  arm 
to  side  with  bandage. 

Fracture  of  Lower  Arm— Place  in  splints  and  a  sling. 

Fracture  of  Collar  Bone  (shown  by  dropping  of  the  shoulder). 
Lay  patient  perfectly  flat  on  back  and  support  upper  arm  and 
elbow.    Leave  in  this  position  until  physician  arrives. 


Artificial  respiration  is  one  of  the  most  important  subjects  to 
understand  in  First  Aid  work  as  many  people,  seemingly  dead,  are 
restored  to  life  bv  prompt  efforts  in  artificial  respiration.  In 
cases  of  drowning.'  poisoning  bv  gas  inhalation,  strangling,  hang- 
ing choking.  f(^llowing  an  electric  shock,  burying  in  grain,  snow 
or  landslide,  etc..  in  fact,  in  any  case  where  the  supply  of  air  to  the 
lungs  has  been  cut  off.  or  where  the  patient  is  unable  to  expand 
the  chest  and  breathe,  artificial  respiration  is  of  untold  value. 

Remove  the  cause  before  doing  anything  else.  Get  the  patient 
awav  from  the  gas.  if  he  is  hanging,  cut  the  rope;  if  choking  is 
caused  by  some  foreign  substance  in  the  throat,  get  it  out  the  hrst 

thing.  .  ,  i-  •  1 

There  are  two  methods  of  restoring  consciousness  by  artificial 
respiration.    Use  the  one  which  best  meets  the  situati<m. 

Before  starting  either  method,  it  should  be  seen  to  that  the 
mouth,  nose  and  throat  are  clear,  and  that  nothing  is  there  to 
prevent  breathing.  Mucous,  blood,  froth,  chewing  gum.  tobacco, 
false  teeth  or  anything  else  should  be  carefully  removed. 

Clothing  around  neck,  chest  and  waist  should  be  loosened. 
Place  the  patient  on  his  stomach,  full  length  extended  on  the  floor, 
and  then  clasping  him  around  the  abdomen,  lift  up  the  body.  I  o 
do  this  properly  requires  two  men.  Water  or  other  toreign  sub- 
stances can  often  thus  be  removed  from  the  lungs  (|Uite  easily. 

Put  the  patient  on  his  back,  with  a  pad  under  the  shoulders 
so  as  to  raise  the  chest  slightly.  Then  begin  the  m..vements  to 
imitate  natural  breathing.  These  movements  are  designed  to  make 
the  chest  expand  and  contract.  Tn  short,  it  is  simply  the  ])umi)ing 
of  air  in  and  out  of  the  lungs  to  restore  normal  breathing. 
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It  is  advisable  for  ..m-  assistant  to  pull  the  patient's  tongue 
out,  wrapping  a  cloth  about  tlu-  member  to  keep  the  thumb  and 
finj^'er  from  slippinj,'.  The  object  of  this  is  to  keep  the  tongue 
from  faliin>;  back  into  the  throat  and  possible  chc.ckinjj:  of  the 
unconscious  sul)ject.  The  man  who  is  thus  holding,'  the  tonj^uc 
shouhl  next  place  his  other  hand  back  of  the  an^le  of  the  jaw, 
forcing'  the  latter  forward  and  holdinj;  it  in  this  position. 

The  arm  movements  to  induce  respiration  are  best  carried 
out  by  having  one  man  on  each  side  of  the  patient,  and  each  facing 
him.  '  I-et  each  one  jjrasp  the  wrist  nearest  to  him  and  the  elbow, 
brinj^inj,'  the  patient's  (..rearms  across  the  lower  ribs  and  pressing 
firmly  aj^'ainst  the  chest.  This  has  a  tendency  to  expel  air  out  of 
the  lun^^s. 

Then  the  patient's  arms  are  drawn  up  beyond  the  head,  in  ;i 
straight  line  with  the  bodv.  This  motion  expands  the  chest  and 
draws  air  into  the  lungs.  With  a  little  i)ractice  it  will  be  easy  for 
those  giving  this  first  aid  treatment  to  get  the  hang  of  the  motions, 
and  these  movements  should  be  at  the  rate  of  about  eighteen  per 
minute.  Keep  both  arms  moving  in  the  same  direction  and  at  the 
same  time. 

One-Man  Method 

If  there  is  only  one  i)erson  present  to  assist  in  restoring 
respiration,  this  one-man  method  is  often  successful,  and  can  be 
kept  up  for  a  long  time  without  exhausting  the  operator. 

First  lav  the  i)atient  on  his  stomach,  with  face  turned  to  one 
side.  Raise  the  head  of  the  patient  just  a  trifle  by  means  of  a  coat 
if  nothing  else  is  available.  Draw  his  arms  away  from  the  body, 
or  extend  them  above  the  head.  This  position  of  the  body  also 
has  a  tendency  to  permit  the  passage  of  li(|uors  from  the  inouth 
and  nose  by  the  aid  of  gravity. 

The  one  giving  the  first  aid  treatment  now  straddles  the 
patient's  thighs  and  faces  the  patient's  head.  He  puts  his  hands 
on  the  outer  ends  of  the  patient's  lower  ribs.  Don't,  however,  put 
any  pressure  on  the  spine  or  hips. 

The  operator  then  brings  his  body  forward  slowly  without 
bending  his  arms,  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  throw  his  weight 
on  the  patient's  sides. 

This  movement  has  a  tendency  to  force  the  air  out  of  the 
lungs.  In  ai)plying  the  weight,  it  should  be  done  gradually,  and 
then  quickly  removed.  The  latter  part  of  the  movement  thus 
allows  the  lungs  to  fill  naturally  with  air.  .\s  in  the  other  method 
just  described,  these  movements  should  also  be  at  the  rate  of 
eighteen  per  minute. 

But  don't  get  discouraged  if  there  is  no  immediate  return  of 
consciousness  on  the  part  of  the  patient.    It  generally  takes  about 
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thirty-five  or  fortv  minutes  to  bring  the  victim  back  to  a  normal 
st:ite  and  there  a're  numerous  cases  on  record  where  the  patients 
have'been  worked  with  as  long  as  four  hours,  and  hte  eventually 
been  restored.  Send  for  a  doctor  (.r  a  surgeon  as  si>on  as  you  can. 
Also  get  a  pulmotor  if  there  is  one  to  be  had. 

While  working  over  the  patient,  stop  now  and  then  and  notice 
if  he  is  making  attempts  to  breathe.  Hut  above  all.  don't  give  up. 
Keep  up  the  movements  until  you  know  the  patient  is  aead,  beyond 
all  possible  doubt. 

Hot  and  cold  towels  mav  be  applied  alternately,  slapping  the 
chest  with  the  same.  Ammonia  or  snuft'  may  also  be  held  to  the 
nostrils.  Don't  put  these  on  the  nostrils,  however.  Take  off  the 
wet  clothing,  if  possible,  and  cover  the  lower  limbs  and  abdomen 
with  dry  and  warm  coverings. 

The  first  sign  of  life  will  generally  be  shown  by  flushed  cheeks 
and  a  sigh  lust  the  minute  the  patient  starts  to  breathe,  the 
rescuer  should  adapt  his  movements  to  the  patient's  breathing, 
moving  the  arms  above  hi-  head  as  he  takes  in  air  and  across  the 
chest  as  he  expels  the  air.  As  soon  as  the  patient  is  able  to  swal- 
low he  may  be  given  a  stimulant— a  hot  drink,  such  as  broth,  tea, 
or  coffee.'  P.randv  or  whiskey  containing  about  50  per  cent, 
alcohol  mav  also  be  used.  (Jive  only  one  large  drink.  Too  much 
alcohol  wifl  have  a  bad  effect.  Alcohol  should  never  be  given 
when  the  head  is  badly  hurt  or  where  the  injured  person  has  bled 
freelv.  Aromatic  spirits  of  ammonia  is  a  safe  and  reliable  stimu- 
lant and  may  be  given  in  the  proportion  of  a  teaspoonful  to  a  half 
glass  of  warm  water. 


Electric  Shock 


If  possible, 


First  of  all,  rescue  the  patient,  but  be  careful, 
shut  oft'  the  current. 

The  one  doing  t!ie  rescuing  must  look  out  to  protect  himself 
from  shock.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  cover  the  hands  with  a  rubber 
sheet,  gloves,  rubber  coat  or  several  thicknesses  of  silk  and  stand 
on  a  dry  spot  or  drv  piece  of  wood.  Use  an  axe  with  a  dry,  wooden 
handle 'to  cut  the  wire.  If  the  patient  is  across  two  wires  make  a 
short  circuit  by  putting  an  iron  bar,  wet  cloth  or  poker  across  the 
wires  between  the  injured  person  and  the  source  of  the  electric 
current. 

Move  the  patient  to  some  place  where  there  is  plenty  of  fresh 
air  Loosen  clothing;  put  him  on  back  with  rolled  up  coat  under 
shoulders  to  throw  chest  up.  Even  if  he  has  ceased  breathing, 
life  may  be  saved.  Give  treatment  for  artificial  respiration.  Send 
for  surgeon.  Get  a  pulmotor  if  one  is  to  be  had.  If  patient  has 
not  ceased  breathing,  treat  as  for  shock  and  give  stimulant. 
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Accidents  arisinjj;  fri)ni  electricity  are  cuninion  about  mines 
where  the  current  is  utilized  as  an  operating  force.  Ordinary 
trolly  wires  carry  about  500  volts.  Incandescent  and  arc-lifjht 
wires  carry  from  2.r)00  to  :5,(MM)  volts.  Contact  with  a  live  wire  and 
the  passajjfe  of  the  powerful  currents  throu}jfh  the  body  cause  dan- 
i^erous  shocks,  burns  and  even  death.  Trolley  wires  should  be 
protected  and  other  live  wires  carefully  insulated. 

The  .symptoms  of  electric  shock  are,  a  sudden  loss  of  con- 
sciousness: absence  of  respiration,  or  if  present,  very  lifi^ht  and 
possibly  not  observable;  very  weak  i)ulse;  burns  at  point  of 
contact. 

Always  rescue  a  sufferer  as  quickly  as  possible,  but  avoid 
gcttinj^  in  contact  with  the  live  wire.  Look  for  the  switch  and 
throw  it.  If  none  is  convenient  break  the  circuit  with  a  drill  or 
any  piece  of  wire  that  will  connect  the  trolley  wire  and  rail  at 
the  same  time.  Such  action  may  cause  injury  to  some  other  part 
of  the  mine,  or  wiring  system,  but  when  human  life  is  being  risked 
the  (juestion  of  life  should  come  first. 


Moving  the  Injured 

Care  and  judgment  should  be  used  in  moving  an  injured 
person.  If  the  surroundings  are  at  all  favorable  it  is  always 
advisable  to  apply  first  aid  before  the  patient  is  moved  any  great 
distance.  In  cases  of  fracture  it  is  far  better  to  apply  a  temporary 
splint  tt)  the  injured  extremity  before  moving  the  patient.  Great 
injury  may  result  from  the  careless  handling  of  patients  who  have 
sustained  a  fracture.  The  best  splint  or  support  in  emergencies 
are  those  most  easily  got,  such  as  umbrellas,  walking  sticks,  a 
broomstick,  lath,  piece  of  wooden  box,  billiard  cue  or  a  police- 
man's club.  Tie  one  firmly  to  each  side  of  the  limb  with  handker- 
chiefs or  bandages  of  any  kind.  If  possible,  move  the  patient 
lying  at  full  length,  using  a  stretcher,  door,  shutter,  gate  or  any- 
thing that  is  handy.  When  moving  the  patient  without  litter, 
two  or  three  men,  all  on  the  same  side  of  the  patient,  kneel  on 
one  knee,  the  other  foot  being  kept  on  the  ground.  Passing  their 
arms  well  under  patient,  they  carefully  lift  him  onto  the  upright 
knee,  all  lifting  together.  Here  they  pause  for  a  moment,  pass 
their  arms  further  under  patient  and  then  rise.  By  keeping  the 
patient  close  up  to  their  chest,  he  is  easily  carried.  In  lowering 
patient,  the  carriers  first  kneel  on  one  knee  and  rest  the  patient 
on  the  upright  knee,  then  adjusting  their  arms  they  lower  patient 
to  the  ground.  If  patient  is  not  unconscious,  he  may  be  carried  by 
two  men  forming  a  seat  with  their  hands  and  then  having  him  sit 
on  the  seat  and  hold  to  the  carriers  by  putting  an  arm  around  each. 
Injured  persons  can  be  very  easily  carried  in  a  chair,  even  if  in 
an  unconscious  condition.
